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The occurrence of this species at Christmas island, Indian 
Oct-.in, apparently clears up the question of type-locality. Tre 
original description, as well as the label carried by the tvnes 
in the Lritish -Museum, jrive "West Coast of Colombia.” The 
collector, II. Cuming, is known to have collected extensively in 
the Philippine Islands, as pointed out by H. L. Clahk'. Since 
Fcrdina has never been taken on the west coast of the Americas 
Clarks doubt was certainly justified; and the present specimen 
confirms his belief that the home of the species is in the Fast 
Indies. Livingstone's excellent enlarged figures of the tvpe leave 
uu doubt in my mind that the Christmas Island specimen is 
really cuvnngii.
